ernor, from 1712-13 and 1714-15 and 
William Pitkin, lieutenant-governor 
from 
1713-14 
and 
governor 
from 


1754-66. were the only ones to preside 
over the judiciary system on two oc- 
casions. 


In 1807, the IHW *us changed to pro- 


vide that membership of the supreme 
court was to be composed of judges 
of the superior court, the presiding 
judge to be known as the chief judge. 


Eleven years later the present title 


of chief justice was first employed 
and continued thereafter.

Four Cents Paid Hunters 


to Kill Animals For 


Food 


ELKO. Nov.—(U.R)—Nevada's jack- 


rabbits, so numerous that they 
eat 


thousands of pounds of hay each 
night in this district, are helping the 
unemployment problem in San Fran- 
cisco Bay region and other parts of 
California. 


Nevada has tried for many years 


to reduce the numbers of these ani- 
mals, but the cost of their destruction 
was immense. They are the frequent 
c-ius-'O of automobile 
accidents 
and 


death because of their habit of jump- 
ing ihroughthe windshields of moving 
automobiles. They destroy crops by 
the carload. 


Their only virue thus fur has been 


to provide an evening meal for some 
lonely prspeclor un the desert hunch- 
ed over his cook fire, or as targets for 
small boys with new rifles. 


At last a use has been found for 


them. Local men are paid four cents 
for each rabbit. They are shipped to 
a firm in San Francisco where they 
are skinned and the meat is prepared 
for the bread lines. 


The skins furnish the company with 


its profit and the meat is given free 
to kitchens where it is prepared as 


food.

two-month career of banditry which 
ended in the death of his partner, Pat 
O'Day in a gun battle with officers, 
will be tried in Hempstead county 
circuit court for the holdup, of the 
toll collector at Fulton bridge Jan- 
uary 5. 


Wilson also is wanted by Miller 


county authorities for holding up the 
.tollman at Index bridge January 18 
and by officers in a half dozen Okla- 
homa, Texas and Arkansas counties 
in» connection with robberies. 


The alleged bandit 
was returned 


from Ardmore, Okla., to the Hemp- 
stead county jail at Washington late 
Monday by Jim Bearden, 
former 


Hempstead county sheriff and now an 
investigator for the state highway de- 
partment. 


Conscsscs Crime Wave 


Bearden said Wilson had confessed 


a robbery at Ben Lomond, robbery 
of the two toll bridges, holdups at 
Lamesa and Kerrville, Texas, and a 
holdup 
at 
Ardmore. He sketched 


Wison's confession to his short ca- 
reer of crime as follows: 


Wilson and O'Day met in South 


Texas in December. They held up 
filling stations at Kerrville and La- 
mesa .and then dipped into .Oklahoma 
robbing "an Ardmore service station. 
They\hen crossed into Arkansas, rob- 
tying the Fulton bridge tollman'. 
" '"• -• 


Their trial then led through Texar- 


kana'and to Marshall, Texas. 
They 


stopped at a tourist camp in Bogata, 
Texaxs for three days and then re- 
turned with a third man to rob the 
Index bridge and a service station at 
Ben Lomond, Ark. 
" They went back to Ardmore and 
camped near the city. Detective More- 
head, of the Ardmpre police force, 
found them there. Wilson was lying 
on the ground and O'Day was seated 
in the car. The detective approached 
O'Day with his gun drawn and order- 
ed him out of the car. 


As O'Day got out of the machine 


he- whipped out a gun and covered, 
the detective. He got in the car with 
the officer and drove to Ardmore, 
then reversed his trail and headed for 
the camp. He shot Morehead to death 
and threw his body into a ditch near 
a railroad trestle.

Officers Kill Partner 


O'Day went to Estelline, 
Texas. 


Wilson tipped off Ardmore officers 
tat O'Day was the slayer and gave 
them information where he could be 
found. O'Day was shot to death in 
front of his brother's house at Es- 
telline when he tried to escape. 


Sheriff Walter Harris, of Miller 


county, expressed disappointment that 
Wilson had not been turned over to 
officers there 
for 
trial in 
Miller 


county. 


"Ardmore officers advised me two 


weeks ago that Wilson had confessed 
the Index robbery and that they were 
holding him for me," said 
Shefiff 


Harris. "They said they would notify 
me between February 9 and 11 to 
come for him but I did not hear from 
them." 


Sheriff 
John Wilson, 
Hempstead 


county, said Wilson would be given 
an examining trial later in the week. 
The Hempstead county grand jury 
meets in April.

PASADENA, Calif.—The fabled race 


between the hare and the tortoise has 
been followed by thousands of other 
races, but none is more unique than 
that for which Dr. Albert A. Minhcl- 
son is arranging in California. He is 
going to unleash a beam of light 
down n track n mile long, make it 
double back on itself, and report the 
record it mkes in its dash against 
time. 


When the University of Chicago 


physicits gets through with his lead 
pencil, the world will know a little 
more accurately how fast light trav- 
els. The best the professor has been 
able to do to date with his light race 
'track is'186,234 miles a second. 


The race he is staging is certainly 


the fastest the earth has ever seen. 
The event, as described by Professor 
Henry G. Gale of the University of 
Chicago, is this: 


• "The racing beam of light will have 
one fane of a 32-sided mirror and be 
reflected from another mirror one 
mile way. It will return to another 
face of the original mirror, which is 
rotating at a speed from 500 to 1000 
revolutions a second. The distance 
which the mirror has moved in the 
time the beam was on its way is an 
index of the speed of light. The width 
of the mirror sides has therefore been 
made accurate to within one part in 
a million." 


The track for the beam light is a 


mile-long pipe line which has been 
built on a ranch near Santa Ana, 
California. One of the elements of 
uncertainty in the 1926 experiments, 
in which a beam was raced on a 40- 
•mile round trip between Mt. Wilson 
and Mt. San Antonio, from an eight- 
sided mirror, was the varying baro- 
metric pressure en route. In (ho im- 
pending experiments a vacuum will 
be set up in the pipe line, so that the 
pressure will be constant, as well as 
the temperature. 


Dr. Minhclson is not sure just when 


his great experiments will bo made, 
for although the tube has been com- 
pleted for some lime, and pumps are 
working night and day to suck out 


more air. Months of labor and thou- 
sands of dollars Have ben spent in or- 
ganizing the elaborate apparatus for 
these experiments. The tube alone is 
said to have cost almost $50,000. It is 
expected that Dr. Albert Einstein will 
pay a visit to the scene of the exper- 
iment sometime before he leaves for 
Germany,

determining the amount of copper 
in milk, in a process developed by H. 
F. Gebhardt and H. H. Sommer of the 
University of Wisconsin dairy depart- 
ment. 


The chloroform shows up copper by 


discoloration. It reveals also the pro- 
portion of copper by degree of color. 
Chloroform is added to other chemi- 
cals hitherto used alone and gives 
greater speed. 


Copper usually gets into milk from 


plant food, the Wisconsin scientists 
state in a report to the American 
Chemical Society. In small amounts 
the metal is considered harmless but 
is often detrimental to dairy products.

"Radish King" Brings Science To Truck Farm 
Held in Cleveland Murder 


MUSKOOEE, Okla., -(&)—Dayne 


Mayes, 
Oklahoma's 
"radish king," 


fights low prices for staple farm pro- 
ducts with large-scale truck garden- 
ing and scientific methods. 


Not one of the 300 acres he plans to 


cultivate this year will be given over 
to cotton or wheat, and very few of 
them to feedstuffs. 


He will grow 200 acres of radishes, 


and 100 acres each of tomatoes, sweet 
corn, cantaloupes, sweet potatoes and 
spinach. 


This total of 700 acres of produce 


from 300 acres of land will be possi- 
ble by raising radishes ealy in the 
spring, then sweet corn , cantaloupes 
still later tomatoes, and finally, in 
the fall, spinach. 


Large quantities of commercial fer- 


tilizer and "green manure" crops such 
as cowpeas keep the soil in good con- 


and tiling furnishes drainage. 


Beginning with potatoes 
in the 


heart of the area known as the "pota- 
to basket of Oklahoma," Mayes first 
branched out with radishes, making 
a trip north to find out from buyers 
exactly what kind they liked best and 
when the vegetables were wanted.

of produce, thus eliminating duplica- 
tion in plant investment.

100 freight carloads of produce to 
northern markets, pincipally Chicago,
